That all 
this ſhould be done by the Babylonian Army 
is not probable, either from Scripture, or 
from any other Writer z and much leſs by 
the Roman, to which the very Order of the 
Prophet, will not permit us to apply it, as 
hath been already ſaid. From the Twelfth 
to the Sixteenth Verſe, the Prophet gives 
Counſel, how the Inhabitants of Feruſalem 
ought to behave themſelves, and what they 
ought to do to be exempred frem the Cala- 
mity. *Whagh beſides can have no manner 
of Applicat®n to the Babyloniaz Expediti- 


on, fince it was known ont of the Prophet, 


that notonly at that time there would not 
be any Remedy, but that the Fews were 
bound according to God's Will, to ſurren- 
der themſelves up,to the Babylorians; which 
ſince they refus*d to do, the King, toge- 
ther with the Nobles, made hereby the 
Miſery to. fall heavier upon themſelves, 
their City, and their People, and ſo drew 
down upon themſelves their own Ruin. In 
the 17th He profecutes his Counſel, by ad- 
" viſing the Prieſts, the Miniſters of the Lord, 
to weep betweeli The Porch and the alas 
an 
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and to ſay, Spare thy People, O Lord, and 
give not thine Heritage to reproach, that the 
Heathen ſhould rule over them : Wherefore wilt 
thou let it be a By-word amongſt the Nations, 
Where # their God ? Hereupon follows in 
the 18th Verſe till the 27th, the Anſwer of 
this Prayer, namely, that God would be 
Jealous for his Land, and pity his People. 
Now it is not found that either the Prieſts 
then made ſach a Prayer betwixt the Porch 
and the Altar ; or that the Anſwer, which 
is here promigd tg ſuch a Prayer, did fol- 
low : The Temple, with the whole City of 
Jeruſalem, and the Land of Canaan being 
deſtroy'd and made deſolate. Neither did 


this at all come to paſs in the Deſtruction 


from the Romans, but the Temple was re- 
duc'd to Aſhes ſome Weeks hefore the Ci- 


| ty, and then there follow?d net any Relief, 


but ſuch a Deſolation as endureth yet to 
this very day. Nay, the Order which the 
Prophet obſerves, will not at all permit, as 
hath been ſaid already, that the Deſtruction 
of Jeruſalem by the Remans ſhould be ap-= 
ply*'d hereto : Since that which now fol- 
lows in the Text, muſt according to the 
Sentiment of thoſe who believe this Prophe- 
fie already fulfilPd, have been Forty Years 
before the Deſtruction of Jeruſalem, which 
nevertheleſs the Prophet puts after the Ca- 
lemity, which he deſcribes here, and which

this.preſent day, but that necellarily the 
Time, wherein it maſt and ſhall be accom- 
pliſh*d, is yet to comie 3 it being. impoſli 
ble for the Word to Lie.
